Please delete the Abstract and insert therefor the following new Abstract: 
—A chemical compound is disclosed herein for performing a complex enzymatic 
neutralization and fixation of formaldehyde, providing a method for instantaneous 
neutralization of formaldehyde vapors and offering a complete and rapid control of 
incidental releases, and a complete protection of workers against airborne 
formaldehyde during the course of their work. The compound includes alkanolamine, for 
instantaneous reaction with formaldehyde, and for absorbing hydrogen sulfide and 
carbon dioxide from the air, and a human protein, which reacts with airborne 
formaldehyde and forms the major enzyme involved in formaldehyde oxidation in oral 
mucosa. The compound also contains cyclodextrins for inclusion complexation of all the 
components of spent and/or unused aqueous formaldehyde solutions.—. 
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Claim 5 (currently amended) A chemical composition for use in rapid 
detoxification of toxic formaldehyde vapors from incidental releases of unused or spent 
formaldehyde solutions of various concentrations or absorption of hydrogen sulfide from 
ambient air, comprising tris(hydroxymethyl)aminomethane, urea, beta-cyclodextrin and 
reduced glutathione. 

Claim 6 (cancelled). 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art, US 5,837,159 and US 6,001 ,274, does not teach or suggest alone or in 
combination the instantly claimed composition for use in rapid detoxification of toxic 
formaldehyde vapors from incidental releases of unused or spent formaldehyde 
solutions of various concentrations or absorption of hydrogen sulfide from ambient air. 
US 5,837,159 teaches the combination of p-cyclodextrin, 

tris(hydroxymethyl)aminomethane, 2-amino-2-ethyl-1,3-propanediol and urea for the 
detoxification of toxic formaldehyde vapors and US 6,001 ,274 teaches p-cyclodextrin, 
tris(hydroxymethyl)aminomethane, 4-hydroxycoumarin and urea for the detoxification of 
toxic formaldehyde vapors. Neither disclosure either alone or in combination with any 
other prior art reference(s) suggests the addition of reduced glutathione to the 
composition.
